March 13th—Just received’ your letthr 
while in the trench, and-am writing this 
in the same place. German shells are 
whizzing above our heads, but are not 
doing nuch damage... Our cook had just 
finished cooking breakfast, and the boys 
had just left when a German shell ex- 
ploded and put an end to our cook horse. 
Our platoon stayed in an old house last 
night, and when the shells started to 
come over |this morning we were ordered 
to the dug-outs. We had just. left the 
place when a shell took the corner off. 
We have had several lucky escapes, but 
do not take as much notice now as we 
did at first. My writing room is not a 
very clean place, and my desk is my lap. 
The boys are a lively lot in our trench. 
We often give the Huns a little scurry- 
ing. We are getting to be regular cooks 
and tea drinkers—fancy beefsteaks and 
egus in the trenches beingcommon. We 
get the eggs as we go along. 

March 14th—We leave the trenches to- 
night for a few days.

Farmert ‘anid 
Business Men 


« Both Interests Could Profitably Get 
Together For Their Mutual 
Advantage 

At the conference for education in 
the south at. Louisville last April 
there was a discussion of the subject, 
“Will the growth of Farmers’ Co-oper- 
ative Associations be d'sadvantageous 
to business interests?” The uiscus- 
sion was opened by Mr. Harry Hodg- 
gon of Athens, Ga. and throughout 
the argument he spoke always of 
farmers and business men as oppos- 
ing factors in the economic struggle. 
When Dr. John Lee Coulter, head of 
the agricultural division of the cen- 
sus bureau, answered Mr. Hodgson, 
his one argument vas that farmers 

\-ere business men, and that while 
some of them were poor business 
men, on the whole, they averaged as 
well in business ability as men in 
other occupations, 

Dr. Coulters argument was not 
only unanswerable, but it seemed to 
remove something that was menacing 
it inspired a feeing of good-will, and 
established a working basis for a 
new and different relation between 
business men of all occupations. Is 
not the time ripe for the development 
of this attitude? Cannot we drop 
out of sight this purely imaginary 
line between business men and farm- 
ers and all work together for the up- 
building of the country districts with- 
out which there can be no prosperity 
fo: the body politic, whether city or 
country? 

The secretary of the Illinois 
Bankers’ associatior told me that he 
found upon investigation that every 
courty in Illinois which did not have 
a large town or city in it lost in pop- 
ulation during the last decade. The 
decrease of population in our rural 
districts, the increase in tenancy, the 
disproportion of the ratio of increase 
between our food production, only 11 
per cent., and population, 21 per 
cent., should make every thinking 
man and woman demand a delinite 
working program for the organization 
of rural communities. 

May I make one or two suggestions 
along this line, borrowed from my 
experiences in various parts of the 
United States and Europe? Let all 
business men’s clubs, boards of trade, 
etc., in the towns and cities drop the 
discrimination against farmers and 
ask them to pecome members of their 
organization. 

I found in Franklin Tennessee, a 
business men’s club of 300 members 
which had added 250 farmers to its 
membership. ’ They have built a 
comfortable clul house and the sec- 
tary wrote me, “It is a common sight 
to see a large number farmers 
and business men chatting or playing 
games on Saturday afternoons, and 
on Sundays the farmers come to the 
club to brush up before’ going to 
church.” I only heard of this club 
house as it neared completion and I 
asked, “Is it one or two stories?” 
“Only one.” “Why didn’t you make 
it two and provide a rest room for 
the women?” “We never thought of 
it!” But later the secretary wrote 
Me that cooperating with one of the 
women’s clubs they had made provi- 
sions for the wom n elsewiere.

Vaccination Efficacious 


Cases of Typhoid Fever Reduced to a 


, | address delivered at London, says tue 
Pittsburg Vispatch, descri.ed the re- 
sults of typnoid vaccination on tne 
Brit-sh forces now in the field as 
“positively astocnaing.” During more 
than five months of activ. service, 
most of it in the trenches and unde 
conditions Jjikely to geLerate ente:ic 
disease, there had peen but 212 cases 
of typhoid aL«ng the British forces 
Of these, 173 had not been in culated. 
That is to say, only thirty-nine inocu- 
lated soldiers had been attacked by 
the disease and “not a single death 
had occurred among thos- inoculated.” 

fuere are now prob.dly a million 
British soldiers in field and camp. 
What share of these have been vac- 
cinated against typ»oid is not stated. 
But with such favorable statistics 1t 
is not reasonable to presume that the 
vaccinations have been used in the 
majority of the cases. The trightful- 
=| ly unsanitary conditions of the French 
battlefields have been the subject of 
many despatches. That under such 
circumstances the anti-typhoid inocu- 
lation should reduce the disease to 
thirty-nine cases and no deaths cer- 
tainly argues very great virtues for 
that precaution. 

The experience of the United States 
army in the same line corroborates 
this showing. But the United state 
army has not been subjected to any 
such severe test as the British in 
their recent campagin. After this for 
any civilized power to suffer severe 
losses from typhoid will indicate 
conspicuous neglect of effective pre- 
cautions. \

Canadian Wheat Shipped In 1914 Ex- 
ceeded the Record 

The trade and commerce depart- 
ment reports that Canada last year 
sent more wheat than ever before to 
Great Britain and more than any 
other couitry except the United 
States. The total arrivals uf Canad- 
fan wheat in Britain during 1914 was 
31,457,000 cwt., as compared with 21,- 
787,900 cwt. in 1913. The United 
States sent 34,211,216 cwt. last yéar 
out of a total of 103,944,553 cwt. im- 
ported by Great Britain. Most of the 
other exports of Canadiaa e-sricul- 
tural products to Great Britain last 
ear, however, showed a slight fall- 
ng off. The exports of chaese wer’ 
1,167,778 cwt. as compared with 1, 
294,768 cwt. in 1913; of flour 3,237,633 
cwt. as compared with 4,168,563 cwt. 
in 1913; of oats, 1,168,200 cwt. as com-

Ne Washing, Just Burn When Solled, 
and Save Laundry Bills 

Paper dishes of every kind and 
paper underclothing were very ser- 
jously proposed ag the next advance 
step of sanitation among civilized 
peoples, by a noted hygienist before 
the congress of sanitation. Substitute 
the fire for the wash tub in every 
possible particular of life, was his 
demand; and, to show that such sub- 
stitution was possibie now in a great 


many details, he had obtained and he 
exhibi 


ted a great quantity of samples 


plates, bowls and other. tableware, 
taken as samples in hotels and 
homes, had been found to be infected 
with dangerous’ germs, even when 
they were supposed to have been 
thoroughly washed. And he told of 
hospitals that have adopted the pre- 
caution of giving all the dishes an 
— bath in a strong antiseptic mix- 
ure. 

Accordingly he suggested that the 
doctors attending the congress should 
advocate the gen:ra: use of paper 
plates, cups, saucers, and bowls, and 
paper serving dishes; so ‘that after 
each meal most of the tableware 
could be burned, leaving only a 
small number of dishes and the sil- 
verware to be boiled before they were 
again used. Paper linings could be 
used in indispensable china dishes. 

The most novel of his sanitation 
ideas was that undarclothing should 
be made of paper and destroyed after 
it had been used once. Paper under- 
clothing is entirely practicable now, 


at current laundry rates,‘ani perhaps 
as cheap as linen clotui=z. 

Paper yarn is new, yet it is begin- 
ning to be heard from in many tex- 
tile lines. Some kinds are almost 
as stout as ordinary 
made to withstand ‘laundering, For 
Paper underclothing, however, a 
cheap grade of paper yarn would be 
satisfactory, f ierha having only a small 
proportion of the tensile strength of 
cotton or Hnen. As each garment 
would be burned after it had become 
soiled, there would be no occasion to 
use yarn adapted for hard wear. At 
the same time it would easily be pos- 
sible to make up paper yarns that 
would be as smooth and absorbent as 
cotton or linexu. 

Underclothing woven , from such 
yarn would be as g¢om/ortable as 
could be desired. The hygienist esti- 
mated thet the low cost of such a 
paper garment, with the complete 
saving of laundering costs, ought to 
make the use of paper cloth»s for one 
bo rh not an extravagance.—Tit- 
Bits.

No ship from Britain or its colonies 
was permitted to enter any port and 
any ship seeking to evade this régula- 
tion by fase declarations was seized 
with its cargo. 

Three months later England, in re- 
taliation, forbade al] neutral vessels 
from trading port to port within 
France or any allied country. Confis- 
cation of vessel and cargo was the 
penalty. 

Napoleon respondel with a decree 
a few days later ordering the confis- 
cation of «ll English owned merchand- 
ise in Germany. : 

In November, 1807, England declar- 
ed all ports in France, allied countries 
and other countries, not at war, but 
from whose ports the English flag 
was excluded, to be under the same 
restrictions ag if they were strictly 
blockaded. 

Two weeks after the French cnswer- 
ed with the Milan decree, and early 
in 1808 with another issued from Tuil- 
leries,, directing that any ship that 
had submitted to British search, been 
sent on a voyage to Britain or paid 
duty to that country was to be con- 
sidered British and liable to capture. 

At the treaty of Tilsit, Russia con- 
sented to close her ports to Britain, 
the more effectually to annihilate Brit 
ish commerce. ‘ 

The consequence of the continental 
system was giving industries on the 
continent a start as latter day com- 
petitors of England, but prices rose so 
heavily that the middle classes were 
severely inconvenienced. 

However, both politically and econ- 
omically the continental system was 
a mistake. Russia abandoned it in 
1810. It resulted in the breaking up 
of Napoleon’s power. 

Britain's enforcement of its block- 
ade rulings offended the United States 
and formed one of the principal 
causes of the war in 1812.

Ever since been Working to this End 


In the January issue of the Fra ap- 
pears the notable contribution to the 
literature of the war by Dr. Charles 
W. Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard University. Dr, Eliot brushes 
aside the incidents of the murder of 
the Austrian Archduke anq the fric- 
tion between Servi: and Austria and 
Austria and Russia and asserts that 
the prime source of the present im- 
mense disaster is the desire on the 
part of Germany for world-empire. 
This desire, he says, has been cher- 
ished at different times by one Europ- 
ean nation after another and none 
that has once adopted t has ever 
completely eradicated it. Prussia long 
held this ambition, but was unable to 
gratify it until 1870, because the Ger- 
man people had been divided since 
the Thirty Yeas’ War into a large 
number of eparate, more or less inde- 
pendent stutes. Shortly before the 
achievement of German unity by Bis- 
marck she had obtained by war in 
1864 and 1866 important accessions 
to territory. 

This contributed to the delusion 
that was soon to geize the whole Ger- 
man people, name-y, the belief that 
world-empire was only to be obtaineu 
by force of arms. Therefore, says Dr. 
Eliot, united Germany has _ labored 
with utmost intelligence and energy 
to prepare the most powerful army 
in the world and to equip it for in 
stant action in the most perfect man 
ner that science and eager invention 
could contrive. To develop the sup 
reme military machine, universal 
conscription—an outgrowt. of the 
conception of the citizens’ army dur 
ing the Revolution—ywas necessary; 
so that every young man in Germany 
physically competcnt to bear arms 
might receive the training of a sold 
jer, whether he wished it or not, and 
remain at the call of the government 
for military duty during all his years 
of competency even if hve were the 
only son of a widow, or a widower 
with little children, or the sole sup- 
port of a family or other dependants. 

Eventually the German army was 
made the largtst, according to popu- 
lation in the worlc, and the most ef- 
ficient. It was placed absolutely at 
the disposal of the Kaiser, whose 
mere word would march it at a day's 
notice to any frontier without any 
sanction from the Reithstag or any 
other supposed representative of pub- 
lic opinion. At the opening of 1914 
the German genera: Staff was of opin- 
ion that the German army was the 
best and most powerful in the world, 
and that it wovld do

Dr. Eliot continues to expound the 
German re-igion of valor, and to show 
how it is a contradiction of the re 
ligion or Jesus of Nazareth. He then 
discusses the German contention that 
the present war is waged as a defence 
against Russ:a. He gays: “Germany 
has never dreadcd or even respected 
the military strength of Russia, and 
the recent wars and threatenings of 
war by Germany have not been ad& 


rected ageinst Russia, but agalpst 
Denmark, Austria, France .nd Eng 
land. In her colonization enterprises 
it is not Russia that Germany has 


sncountered but, England, France an@ 
the United States. The friendly ad 
vances made within the last twenty 
years by Germany to Turkey were not 
intended primarily to strengthen Gen 
many against Russia, but Germany 
against Great Britain by Germany's 
access by land to India.”

and Locating the Target 
A year ago Lieut. Varcin, of 


800 feet, 
bombs 13 times out of 16 trials. 
target had a diameter of about 70 
feet. This is rather remarkable, when 
the fact is taken into consideration 
that Varcin: not only hurled these 
bombs himself, but acted as his own 
pilot. 

The method of working is as fol- 
lows: The hood of the machine, which 
is usually of canvas, has au opening 
in front so as to give the aviator a 
view ahead. At his feet he may look 
straight down. Thus his vision cov- 
ers everything ahead and below. At 
the aviator’s right is a steel bomo 
holder. This remains closed until 
the aviator, by bringing his leg to 
one side, «-ops taut a connecting 
cord attached to the end of the hold- 
e:. This opeus the roller, r2.easing 
the bomb. The apparatus at once 
closes, a second shell meantime re- 
placing the first. 

The matter of aiming is not quite 
so simple. Across the hole, directly 
beneath the aviatur, is stretched a 
cord divided into equal parts by vari- 
ous colors, red, blue, etc. In front of 
the aviator is stretched a cord against 
which he rests his head while he 
aims. As he aims, meantime looking 
at the coiored sections of tke cord 
below to give him a means of sight- 
ing, he suddenly jerks his leg, thus 
dropping the bomb.
